A French carved wood Head of a Bishop, holding a crozier in his 
left hand, the head and mitre repainted, 157. ; and two other 
massive Corbels, strongly carved with male heads, 157m.

A pair of interesting South Italian Panels, each carved with four 
half-length figures in relief, holding swords and other emblems, 
their heads painted in high relief against gilt halos, the robes 
gilt and in gesso against a green background, 2ft.

A carved wood Group of St. Anne, the Virgin and Child, the 
colourings in brown, blue and white, the Virgin depicted wearing 
a jewelled crown, the head of the Infant Christ is missing, 2377., 
Swabian, 16th Century 


A good Netherlands carved wood Group of the Flagellation, Our 
Lord bound to the column, with two soldiers in coloured Gothic 
costume, behind and at the side, three arms missing, 2147n., 15th 
Century 


A Netherlands carved wood Group of the Resurrection, the central 
figure of Our Lord is flanked by sleeping soldiers in Gothic armour 
and in the background a small kneeling figure of an angel, much 
of the colouring is new, 184¢n., 15th Century, contained in an oak 
shrine with Gothic tracery, 3/t. 87x. 
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STAINED Gtass. A fine 14th Century stained glass Armorial Panel, 
the shield within a roundel and enclosed by a square frame, 
nearly all original glass, 15¢7. by 1437. ; another small Shield,

A stained glass Rose Medallion within a crimson border enriched

A good 15th Century Armorial Shield, with a ruby lion rampant, 
the head of the lion somewhat conventional, 1347. ; another 
fine small Shield, the blue in the shield somewhat weathered,
